When the Bank of Montreal recent¬ 
ly took over the Molsons Bank it was 
stated that the latter had sustained 
some losses and that its solidity was 
impaired thereby. There was little 
objection to the big bank taking over 
the smaller one and any protest that 
was raised came from the element 
which would establish state banks and 
other weak institutions to make it 
easier for people with inadequate se¬ 
curity to get money. Now that the 
absorption of Molsons has been accept¬ 
ed by everybody and little notice is 
being taken of the amalgamation the 
fact is made public that the reserve 
of Molsons was written down from 
five millions to three millions. It is 
well that the country has a few big 
financial institutions that are able to 
take over the assets of a small bank 
to save the patrons who are innocent 
of the conditions of most banks from 
loss. A two million loss to a small 
bank is a fatal blow. 


GOLDEN DAYS AHEAD 


A man who had the privilege of 
spending two years on the continent, 
said it was very wonderful. The glory 
of France and England with her ca¬ 
thedrals and the many things that 
take one back to the golden age and 
the thought occured to him the golden 
age of Europe was in the past while 
the future of Canada lies in strong 
manhood and womanhood. That fut¬ 
ure does not lie in wheat but in the 
character of our boys and girls as 
they grow to manhood and woman¬ 
hood. Is character bred by struggle ? 
What are the real obstacles in life 
then? Lack of visionr low aim; dis¬ 
honesty; impurity; a life without a 
place for God in it. These are the 
real obstacles that bring defeat in life. 
The golden days of Canada are the 
days thatjjo ahead. Let us strive to 
make them good days.

Perhaps that 
was what J. S. Woodsworth meant 
when he said recently that Canada 
might fly the British flag but she real¬ 
ly belonged to the United States. 
Equalization of freight rates West¬ 
ward, it an assertion of national in¬ 
tegrity and national independence.

In the yearly 
tests, the cow, Vrouka Mercedes, own¬ 
ed by the provincial department of 
agriculture, and one of the Holstein 
herd at the Government farm at Oli¬ 
ver, has the splendid record of 922.5 
pounds of butter and 24,416 pounds of 
milk in 365 days. In subdivision “B'” 
for cows milked twice a day, A. L. 
Peterson, Edberg, Alberta, has three 
cows which made very creditable rec¬ 
ords during the yearly test.

SEED OATS SCARCE 

All indications point to the fact that 
good seed oats will be very scarce and 
of low germination next spring. Due 
to the early drought and rains during 
the middle and latter part of the sum¬ 
mer the oats throughout a large part 
of the province matured very uneven¬ 
ly and ripened late. This was common 
even in the southern part of the prov¬ 
ince. This situation was considerably 
aggravated in the northern part of the 
province, where most of the oats were 
badly touched by frost before they 
coud be harvested. A little frost 
seriously injures the germination of 
oats, hence seed oats, all other being 
equal, should bring ah unusually good 
price next spring. Any of the local 
growers who have good clean seed 
oats free from wild oats and other 
impurities would do well to have them 
cleaned up after which they should 
send a one-pound sample for purity 
and germination test to the Dominion 
Seed Laboratory at Calgary. If tin? 
germination and purity of these oats 
as evidenced by the seed certificate 
that will be returned by the Govern¬ 
ment is satisfactory, they would do 
well to hold and advertise them far 
seed purposes.

GRAIN DELIVERIES XMAS IS COMING 


PRIZE ESSAY 


Smashing original estimates of de¬ 
liveries, grain marketed on the Leth¬ 
bridge division of the C. P. R. reached 
17,700,900 bushels last week, accord¬ 
ing to figures released at the general 
C.P.R. offices. The toal number of 
cars shipped to date is 9669 represent¬ 
ing 14,366,000 bushels of wheat and 
724,000 bushels of other grains. There 
is in store in line elevators 2,672,000 
bushels of wheat, and 178,000 bushels 
of other grains. The grain handled 
on the Lethbridge division aggregates 
more than dine half of all the grain 
moved this snipping season by the C. 
P.R. on their Alberta lines. Up to 
November 20 Alberta lines of that 
company have marketed 31,716,748 
bushels. The leading shipping points 
follow: Vulcan, 900,000 bushels; Nan- 
ton, 960,000 bushels; Stavely, 617,000 
bushels; Claresholm 734,000 bushels; 
Granum, 640,000 bushels; Champion 
519,000 bushels; Nobleford, 240,000 
bushels; Climax line, 680,000 bushels; 
Milk River, 330,000 bushels; Warner 
420,000 bushels; Raymond, 466,000 
bushels; Welling, 456,000 bushels; Ma- 
grath, 576,000 bushels; Woolford. 361,- 
000 bushels; Raley, 231,000 bushels; 
Cardston, 725,000 bushels. 

BIG RANCH DEAL 

A big ranch deal was consumated 
recently, when the Round T Ranch 
lease, south of Bassano, was sold to 
L. McKinnon, of Dalmead. The lease 
includes 50,000 acres of the finest 
pasture land in the province and -ex¬ 
tends for fifteen miles along the south 
side of the Bow River, from Amethyst 
to near Majorville. In addition to the 
leased land, there are two sections of 
deeded land and two sets of buildings 
included in the transaction as well as 
considerable feed. The Round T dis¬ 
posed of this valuable property as it 
was too far to move cattle from High 
River to the Bow River. Last year 
they purchased the T. L. and Fedeli 
ranches which includes the Sullivan 
Creek valley. This property was own¬ 
ed by Vine Bros, and Fedeli Bros., and 
of late years by the -High River Wheat 
and Cattle Co. and the possession of 
this gives to the Round T, a property 
that is admirably suited for their re¬ 
quirements. The extent of the Round 
T ranch is 8000 acres of deeded and 
8000 of leased land, consisting of the 
Old Eckford ranch, laying immediate¬ 
ly west of the town of High River, 
2000 acres of pasture land at the Big 
Hill district and the Sullivan Creek 
valley property where stock can be 
trailed in a day and without loss of 
time or depreciation in beef. With the 
acquirement of this property, the 
Round T have altered their "plans of 
operations. Instead of turning out 
three year old beef cattle dn the Bow 
range as grass beef, they now raise 
yearlings, put them in feed lots, finish 
and turn out as two year old grain fed 
beef, which will be a decided advan¬ 
tage. This year at the Stocker Sale 
at Calgary, Mr. Bennis entered three 
carloads lots in the shorthorn yearling 
class, taking first, second and third 
prizes. He had another car of mixed 
cattle for which he took second prize, 
and he sold at a very good figure. 

On the home place, 2000 acres of 
land is under cultivation, producing 
wheat, oats, barley, sunflowers, alfal¬ 
fa, tame and wild hay. This gives an 
abundance of feed for the winter 
months, and with the Highwood River 
coursing through the property, pro¬ 
vides excellent water for the stock. 
Over 200 head of cattle are being fed 
at present and if the market shows 
signs of improvement, more will be 
fed. 

DESTR0Y1NGPESTS 

To judge by the results of the con¬ 
test conducted by the Provincial De¬ 
partment of Agriculture for the de¬ 
struction of gophers, magpies and 
crows, during the past season, the con¬ 
test was a considerable success. In 
the five divisions of the contest the 
total number of entries were 117, 116, 
crow and Magpie eggs, 89,304 crow 
and magpie feet and 220,950 gopher 
tails. A tota^ of 448 awards were 
made in thee contest.

THE WORLD’S WHEAT KING 

♦ - 

For the the thirteenth time since 
1910, when the competition was estab¬ 
lished, Canada, on December 2, emerg¬ 
ed victorious in the wheat sweepstakes 
of the international livestock exhibi¬ 
tion, hay and grain division, when J. 
C. Mitchell, of Dahinaa, Sask., was 
crowned wheat king of the world. The" 
winning sample was a fine specimen 
of Marquis hard red - spring variety, 
weighing 64.6 pounds t.-. the bushel. 
It is Mr. Mitchell’s third world’s title, 
having been successful n 1919 and 
1920. Mr. Mitchell, who is at present 
visiting his home in the old country, 
has been farming in the Dahinda dis¬ 
trict since 1907, comir.g from Man¬ 
chester. England. He specialized in 
grain raising, and was given the ac¬ 
tive co-operation of his friend, M. P. 
"fpllis, an agricultural rep resentative 
of the Saskatchewan govermnent.

Official figures compiled by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics indicate 
that for the whole of Canada over 14,- 
000,000 cubic feet of natural gas was 
produced last year. The value of this 
was $5,875,160 in 1923, which shows 
the striking gain of over $4,b00,000 
above the figures for 1910. 

Geo. Mclvor, of Calgary, a promin¬ 
ent young grain man, has been ap¬ 
pointed to the position of western 
sales manager for the Canadian Co¬ 
operative Wheat Producers, Ltd., 
which embraces the three western 
provinces. 

The Oxford debating team, headed 
by Malcolm McDonald, won both its 
debates in Alberta during the post 
week. They were accorded the popu¬ 
lar decision against the University de¬ 
bating team at Edmonton on Novem¬ 
ber 21 and also against the Calgary 
debating team at that place on No¬ 
vember 24. 

Laying of steel has commenced on 
the new Kipp-Lomond extension of 
the Suffield Branch of the C.P.R. 
This new line traverses the Lethbridge 
Northern Irrigation District, and sta¬ 
tions are to be established at Diamond 
City, Iron Springs, Turin and Picture 
Butte. 

Preparations are now under way for 
the winter fishing operations on the 
big lakes of northern Alberta. A to¬ 
tal of 660 commercial fishing permits 
have been issued by the Dominion 
Fisheries office in Edmonton, compar¬ 
ed with 460 last year. It is expected 
that 70 more will be issued. The chief 
fish-shipping centre is at Cheecham 
on the A. and G. W. fromwhere over 
1,600,000 lbs. of dressed white fish 
were shipped last season. 

A considerable increase in the num¬ 
ber of auto licenses and the revenue 
therefrom is recorded in the province 
this year, according to figures from 
the office of the Provincial Secretary. 
The total number of licenses issued 
to date is 47,500 compared with 41,- 
933 last year. The revenue to date 
from licenses totals $846,000, compar¬ 
ed with $742,373 for 1923. The gaso¬ 
line tax to date in the present season 
has amounted to $260,000 compared 
with $241,000 for 1923. The amuse¬ 
ment tax will tota 1 approximately 
$200,08tnfor the present year compar¬ 
ed with ,l $203,942 last year. 

Premier Greenfield, who is in the

I^TEMS OF INTEREST ALBERTA WINNINGS 


Sir. Thomas Lipton, well known Ir¬ 
ish Yachtsman, has decided to chal¬ 
lenge again for the American Cup in 
1926.

In the hard red winter wheat con¬ 
test at Chicago, Nick Taitinger of 
Claresholm, took sixth place. Seager 
Wheeler, of Rosthern, . took second 
place. 

British Columbia’s production of 
zinc jumped from 49,000,000 pounds in 

1921 to 58,000,000 pounds in 1923, ac¬ 
cording to statement made by the Pro¬ 
vincial Minister of Mines.. The Min¬ 
ister predicted an output of 60.000,000 
pounds for the current year. 

Over one million pounds of Alberta 
wool have been shipped east by the 
organized wool growers of this prov¬ 
ince during the season. All the wool 
is shipped directly to the Canadian co¬ 
operative wool growers in Toronto, by 
branches of the Alberta Sheep Breed¬ 
ers’ Association at Lethbridge, Cal¬ 
gary, Lacombe, Edmonton and Ver¬ 
million. 

Juliet of Shakespearian fame was

Youthful marriages take 
place in Europe at a very early age. 
Not only in Europe but also in Eng¬ 
land. In “the spacious days of Queen 
Elizabeth” there were brides and 
bridegrooms of fourteen or fifteen. As 
late as 1659 the Countess of Buccleuch 
aged eleven was married to Walter 
Scott, aged fourteen and in the eigh¬ 
teenth century, Lady Sarah Cadogan, 
was married at thirteen years to the 
Duke of Richmond who was but 
eighteen. 

Butter is being exported from Can¬ 
ada to Japan in greatly increased 
quantity, according to Mr. Kano, Com¬ 
mercial Secretary at the Japanese 
Consulate here. In 1922 a total of 7,- 
681 pounds of butter was shipped 
from Canada to Japan. This year to 
date one western Canadian dairy com¬ 
pany alone has exported 200,000 
pounds, white there are five other 
companies in the same business. In 

1922 the amount of cheese shipped to 
Japan from this country was only 86 
pounds, while one oompanv’s ship¬ 
ments this year already are 10,000 
pounds. 

The reports of the state of the ante¬ 
lope herd in the antelope reserve main¬ 
tained by the National Parks Branch 
at Nemiskam, continue most satis¬ 
factory. There are now 180 of these 
animals in this reserve, their numbers 
having increased by fifty in the past 
year. 

High River’s big new covered rink! 
will be ready for use in about a week. 
The ice surface is expected to be start¬ 
ed with flooding this Thursday even¬ 
ing and will be continued ur.til a good 
skating surface is had when the rink 
will be thrown open to the public 
which is expected to be in about one 
week. At this time the buildit g will 
be all inclosed and another week will 
.-ee it completed. The new rink is a 
mammoth building, its uuts'de demen- 
sions being 93x176 feet with ar inside 
ice surface of 75x170 ft. Two 9 foot 
spectator aisles with 2 rows of eleva¬ 
ted seats and flooring expend along its 
entire length on either side with 314 
feet of aisle space for stird : ng specta¬ 
tors or passage. On the we-t er trance 
end there is 6 foot plank walk extend¬ 
ing the width of-fche rial-. The skat¬ 
ing surface is inclosed w.th a board 
wall about 4 feet high .villi entrances 
at the west end, at the two dressing 
rooms and the general wailing room 
which were retained from 'he old rink 
for the present. It is the intention of 
the builders to later construe^ new 
dressing and general waUing rooms, 
when a gallery will also be added for 
the accomodation of the public The 
building has a segmental arch roof 
supported by ten trusses weighing 
about a ton each. It is singled for 
two-thirds of its area :he halance of 
it being covered with heavy rulberoid. 
The outside walls are covered with 
drop siding and lined inside with 
heavy sheeting paper sc t! at it will 
be wind and dust proof and the entire 
building is to be painted, much of 
which is already done. \\ hen com¬ 
pleted the new rink will He an added

Alberta was very much to the fore 
at the' great international livestock 
show, Chicago, on the first day of the 
exposition. She started off with a 
bang and appears to be keeping up 
the good work all along the line. 

The very first class judged was 
bulls, calved on or before 1920. The 
only Dominion entry was King of the 
Fairies, owned "by the Prince of Wales 
and sent from his E-H. ranch. The 
aged white beauty took fourth place, 
despite the fact that more than thiity- 
five animals were in competition. The 
class was won by the entry from the 
Columbia Stock Farms at Kansas 
City, Mo. 

Ontario “did itself proud in the corn 
contest, a new field of ribbons for 
Canadian entries. J. S. Waugh, of 
Chatham, Ontario took fifth in the 
single ear class, region one. William 
Weaver, of Turnerville, took second; 
Dan Wright, of Petrolea, eighth, and 
W. J. Davis, of Florence, eleventh in 
the ten-eared White Dent. 

In the first results from the sheep 
judging it was shown that H. M. Lee, 
of Highgate, a heavy winner last year, 
took first, second and fourth; James 
Parkinson, of Guelph, took third, and 
James Snell, of Clinton, fifth, in the 
class for a wether one year and under 
two. 

Manitoba made its first ’scores on 
Monday when results in Durham 
wheat were announced. The placers 
were S. Lacombe, of Birtle; H. Tuck¬ 
er, of Manitou; R. D. Moore, of Laud¬ 
er, and W. J. Broatch, of Moose Jaw, 
Sask. The winner of the large entry 
class was O. M. King, of Landa. North |

Canada scored a little slam in the 
hard red winter wheat division, taking I 
25 out of 30 places. J. C. Mitchell led | 
off with the winning sample. He isl 
from Dahinda, Sask. Following close | 
on his heels was Seager Wheeler, of! 
Rosthern, Sask. The third place went l 
to a Montana entry. Except for the 1 
fifth, which also went to that state, no 
other place lower than fifteenth was a 
U. S. win. Fourth prize goes to Ar¬ 
thur E. Dowling, of Lur.eland, Sask.;, 
sixth Nick Taitinger, Claresholm. Alta 
seventh, W. J. Lange, Luseland; 
eighth, E. Thompson, Keystone, Sask.; 
ninth, Edward Brothers, of Schela; 
tenth, S. Larcombe, Birtle; eleventh, 
William Barker, Lloydrainster; 
twelfth, H. G. L. Strange, Fenn, Al¬ 
berta; thirteenth, George Enoch, 
Lloydminster; fourteenth, H. Tucker, 
Manitou. and fifteenth, Geo.
